WaHrEREaAs the Money raiſed ſeems to exceed the Services by above Twelve hundred thouſand 
Pounds, that is eaſily accounted for by the yearly Deficiencies of the Malt Duty, which, tho al- 
ways given for Seven hundred thouſand Pounds, yet does not produce, communibus annit, above Six 
hundred thouſand Pounds per Amum. The Papiſt Act was alſo deficient very conſiderably, and per- 
haps the Land Tax may not produce in clear Money ſo much as tis there computed. | 
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
